Sheriff Perl stated Sunday tbat the

lint ol his buck on the bed, nnJ us 


tho warrant wus nnd he expectorated 
several limts over the side of the mat- 
tross. When the Sheriff had finished 
rending the document tbat offlciol in- 
quired; "Well, Will are yon ready?1 


"Yes, sir,11 was the reply, ns the mnn 
arose promptly to bis feet and started 
tor the cell uoor, doubtless supposing 
that he wne to go diwo to the gnllowe 
unfettered, but Deputy Midk.tl stopped 
him and told him thut he would have to 
etrnp his arms together. Crawford in- 
stantly stopped without utteriog a word 
and put hie arms behind bis buck, 'Ibe 
knndcnffa were put on the wrists and tbe 
strap was adjusted nt the elbows. Then 
Sheriff Perl passed ont, followed by Rev, 
Wood, the prisoner and tbe deputies. At 
the top of the landing Crawford turned 
nnd en id "Qood-bye" to Knte Btrond, 
who stood at tbe oell door, and at the 
foot of tbe stairway Crawford bowed to n 
number ot ladies who stood in tbe hall- 
la tbe ofHc» he bowed to somebody be 
recognized, ncd then walked straight 
ahead, without urging, to the corridor. 
Going up tbo stairway lo the ecnffold he 
turned bis head to the left and looked at 
the BOO ot luces as it trying to recognize 
«ome eixjnnintarWf, He made no eign ot 
recognition, 


Tbe doctors pronounced 
Crawford 


dead at once—neck broken. The pulae 
at first woe down to 40, then to 80, then 
up to 128, rapidly tailing. The drop 
wns at 11:50 a, m, and the body was 
out down by Sheriff Perl 14 min 
utes later, at 12:09 p. m. The rope 
was removed to the sheriff's bed room 
and tbe body was placed in tbe Ooffio 
and removed to tbe sheriff's private office 
where it was subsequently viewed bv the 
j adjoin! jury.

of prisoners who bad been placed in tbe 
east eide of tbe jail were told to come 
ont and go over in the west side.

H dolliir. The Ri pcuiiCAN reporter hoe 
secu the eheriff dboutttieyarn. Be said; 
"Yte, Johnny did sell n foot of the rope 
Saturday evening, but I bad no personal 
Knowledge of the fact nntil Sunday morn- 
inn. I will tell yon jnat Low it wae. 
Arttr the execntion I took the rope off 
the scaffold, while everybody wae pulling 
and hauling tor a piece ot it, I had great 
difficulty in keeping the crowd back- 
Finally I directed a deputy to take the 
rope >od pnt it in a bed chamber, and 
tbe order was obeyed. So tar aa I know 
no one got a piece of it. Late Saturday 
evening in my absence, eotne man came 
into tbe office ot the jail and begged and 
begged for a piece ot the rope. He ap- 
pealed to my eon John and John listened 
to him — rtfiiein gat first to touch the rope 
tor he knew that I had forbidden any cue 
to boodle it Then the man offered John 
a dollar 'Jot a toot of the rope and tbe 
boy took hie fcnite nnd cutthbtmucb off 
In doing eo in n hurried rammer be cut 
hiofingn' and aomeot iiis bl^od got on 
the rope. That is all there is to tbe big 
sensation. As to charging tec cents to 
see the gnllowa nCler the execution. 1 
doti't know nnjtbing nbont thut, but 1 
do know thiit no ote wna charged a cent 
to see tbe body nnd tbat none but the 
judicial jury, a fnw officers nnd not more 
than ten other people saw the body be- 
fore it wna removed Snnday morning," 


Just the efttne, Perl is being justly crit- 


icised for his conduct in permitting tbe 
county jail to be osed as a museum, be- 
fore and after tbe execution. He made e 
mistake in allowing the general public to 
visit Crawford in bis cell; he mode a 
mistake and shocked decent people by 
allowing tbe bun (try horde to enter tbe 
prison to look at the gallows, and cer- 
tainly violated the sensibilities of right- 
thinking people by permitting his sou to 
charge 10 cento admission. There is no 
excuse for euoh a course, and Supervisor 
Mny did the right thing Saturday night 
when, as the representative of tbe county 
board, he gave orders putting a stop to 
free or paid eihibitiona. It is stiid that 
nn attempt will be made to Imve the 
Sheriff removed from office on a petition 
to the county board, 


Sunday morning a note wns sent tbe 


KBFtJBLioiN office by W. H, Crawford, 
senior. Following is a copy of the note: 
"Orawford will be buried to-day at the 
Ben bridge cemetery nt 12 o'clock. All 
precations |will be taken. There will be 
several dynamite blasts placet] in tbe 
grave, nca n special watch tor some time 
to oome." Evidently grave robbery is 
feared. 


TUB GALLOWS TORS DOWN.

and about 30 years ago. He loet bis 
bst wife, and the present Mrs. Qreen- 
grove was m&rrted to hira about 20 years 
ago. 
The pair first lived in eastern Illi- 


nois until about 14 years ago, when they 
moved to Deoatur. For tbe past three 
years Qreengrove haa not been well. He 
IOB bad several attacks of intermittent 
'ever and enflered from indignation. He 
was of a fretful and deepondent disposi- 
tion and always looked on the dark side 
of everything, Mre. Oreengrove never, 
however, noticed anything in his conduct 
tbat indicated a breaking down ot bis 
mind. He wae always tree to talk to her 
about bis business and had no financial 
trouble save that he fancied that after 
tbe sale of his home which be eiecuted 
some time ago might result in breaking 
him up. There was no reason tor hie 
thinking so as he immediately utter the 
Bale bnilt a new botife at the north end 
ot North Union street. This house woe 
completed some dnys ago, and his eon 
William, a man about 27 years old and 
single tins been sleeping in tbe new 
bouse, The old people expected to move 
into tbe new house to-day, and Saturday 
and yesterday Green grove assisted his 
wife in picking up things preparatory to 
moving, He had alao engaged a drey to 
carry the household goods. 


Mr. and Mrs. Greengrove retired San- 


day evening at their nenal honr. This 
morning Mrs. Greengrove was awakened 
about 3 o'clock by her husband walking 
about the house. She asked him. what 
be was doing and he replied, "Ob, noth- 
iog, I am only going to the closet." She 
aroeo a couple ot bonro later and found 
that he was not on the premiees, and she 
supposed be had gone to tbe new bouse; 
bat soon the son came tn and ehelearoed 
from him that ber hqaband had not been 
at the new house eo tar s* be knew. 


Tb's seemed strange and tbe eon began 


to march f or th*;w hereabouts of hi* father 
never one* suspecting what tbe waioh 
would reveal.

PLAN TO BAISB COUBT HOUSE MONBT. 
The whole of yesterday afternoon was 


given up by tbe county board to consid- 
eration of the report of the committee, 
Supervisors Whitley, Freeman and Bell, 
on the bast plan of raising the $80,000 
voted to build the new court house. The 
report is as follows in substance: 


The special committee appointed to devise 


waja and mefcna for procuring lunds to build a 
new court house, reported that the election of 
1890 
settled only one question, viz. that the 


people wanted a new court house not to exceed 
in coat 980,000. It determined no tray of raising 
the money to pay {or the same. Three different 
methods to raise this money have been discussed 
by the committee and county attorney. 


First, To Issue bonds of the county which 


would require before issue a vote of the people, 
which vote could be had only at a regular gen- 
em! election. 


Second, By making a direct levy of taxes for 


the purpose of ral-lug Vhe money. This method 
Is also limited, and would require a direct vote 
of the people to Inciease the rate beyond 75 
cents on the 
$100. 


Third, By entering Into a contract for 


the construction of the court house, and by 
such contract provide that the same shall 
be paid In Interest bearing county orders to 
be taken up and paid off from time to time In 
the future as the board of supervisors may di- 
rect; either by Increasing tbe tax levy or by tho 
Increase of county winds. 


The first and second, plans were pronounced 


not leasable by tbe committee. The third is 
feasable and that such a plan has the direct 
sanction of tha supreme court In loo Illinois 
Reports, and hence there would be no deprecia- 
tion In value on account of the Illegality ot such 
county orders and they recommended that the 
board Issues when necessary, Interest bearing 
county orders In carrying out third plan, as 
above suggested, drawing interest at the rate of 
7 per cent per annum. Interest payable May 
1st alter each Issue and annually thereafter. 
The county shall have tbe right to pay 816,000 on 
May 1,1892. 


Sixteen thousand dollars May 1,1893.

The county re«erv&s the right to pay $500 or

committee, drawn by Architect Miller, of 
the Star Mills Co., Jacksonville, were ac- 
cepted. The contract will be let as soon 
as possible and ground will be broken 
this year.

The Eminent Surgeon and Physl-

clan After Years of Public Ser- 


vice Yields to Death. 
: 


From TttetOau's Lkidy, 


Dr. Christopher Ooodbraka died at hifl 


home in .Olio ton, 111., last Diffbt Kb 11 
o'clock of inplnre 
and pneumonia, 


after a eiohneee ot some two weeki. E» 
was 75 years old at the time of hie death. 


Dr. Gtoodbtake hod aoqnired an envia- 


ble reputation throughout Central Illi- 
nois as a surgeon and physician, and he 
tree also well-known in army circles, be- 
ing a member ot the Association ot the 
Acmy ot tbe Tennessee and of the G. A. 
R. be was also a leading ana influential 
member of at! tbe branches of the Ma- 
sonic order in the etale, and a member 
ot Beanmanuir Oommnndery of thia «ty. 


He waa bora in Wartembnrg, Get- 


many, June It, 18 IG, and oame to this 
country in 1321 with his father's family 
and settled m Columbia county, O. Be 
began the etudy of medicine with Dr. J. 
W. Whitaker, in. Piiteirarg, Pa., mth 
whom he remained a atadent for three 
years. He began practice inPortetnouth, 
O., nod after three years lie located in 
Allegheny City, Pa., where he remained 
aatil 18i7, when he oatne to OJintoc, I]]. 
In 1854-6 he graduated from Bnsh 
Mediosl College. On tbe 19th ot April, 
1361, tbe Doctor enlisted in Company E, 
20th Illinois ID (an try, and served oontio- 
uonely until the end of the war. He was 
first appointed Burgeon of the 20th 111. 
He was afterwards surgeon in chief ot the 
Third Division, Seventeenth Army Corps, 
when John A. Logan commanded the 
Division. After the close of tbe war he 
returned home and renamed hie profess- 
ion in civil life, and at once sprang to a 
his rauk as a physician and snrgeou. Be 
baa been a Mason einw 1812, His wife 
died in 1972. He leaves one daughter, 
Mrs, 
Amaada Taylor, who ie a widow, 


and resides in Clinton. 


Dt, Goodbtake was regarded ns one ol 


tbe beet IIISD in DeWitt couoty, and vves 
beloved by all who kneiv b m. Though 
in tho seventies, he nUviiys preferred the 
associntioa of yoaoe mea to that of r,liose 
who were old. His disposition was every- 
thio^ that could bedssired. Everytliitig 
wna snnehine with him, nod hod it not 
be&D for the nccicleiit o£ tfiULng cold a 
few weeks ago iti drius out to the coun- 
try to see another physician's patient, he 
might have lived for years yet. He pro- 
tected against making this last visit, 
stotlug at the time that it be went it 
would result in his own death.

Nelson, secretory of tbe Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee, who 
has been in Springfield during the entire 
contest, was io Decatnr, and while here 
told several gentlemen that it bad all 
been flied, and that Moore and Oockrell 
would vote for Palmer not later than 
Wednesday. He offered to back bis 
statement with United States currency. 


Tbe election ot Falmer on time shows 


tbat Mr. Kelson knew what be was talk 
ing about, but it also provea tbat Moore 
and Oookrell in interviewing Falmer on 
the Monday evening following tbe time 
when Mr. Nelson's statement and the 
leaning of their manifesto, both evidently 
done for the purpose of deception, were 
as vil'atnoosasit is possible tor anything 
to bo.

So intense was tbe feeling ot 


indignation on the streets that bad 
tbe murderer been discovered, with no 
doubt ot bis guilt be wonld have been 
promptly lyootied, 


At about 1 o'clock on tbe afternoon of 


tbe 27th a telegram came from Oakley 
stating that Crawford had been found 
dead and tbat the coroner should come 
out with bia wagon. The officers bod 
found Crawford at Merritt'a borne, as was 
expected, bat wben tbe murderer saw the 
officers coming after bim, be passed out 
of tbe bouse to the rear of the lot and aa 
be walked back be pulled out a razor 
and cut his own throat, making a loog 
and gaping wound, bnt not deep enough 
to produce death, 
Crawford felt bead- 


long to tbe ground, face downward, and 
tbs blood gushed from hie throat in 
streams.

pure and simple, Crawford bad been ar- 
rested for burglary, the theft ot a revol- 
ver at the home of Hathiaa, He WM ar- 
rested by Offloer John Brookway. Craw- 
ford bod a cooked revolver in hie pocket* 
Be had hia examination in Ja*tioe Hata- 
mer's court, At that trUl it waa on th» 
testimony ot the Mathiaa family that 
Crawford was held to await tbe action ot 
the grand jury. At that time be mad* 
repeaced threats that be would get emu 
with tbs Matbiae'e. He waa kspt in jail 
in default of bail, and pending tbs meet- 
ing of the grand jury he was taken to 
Jacksonville to stand trial for rape. Th* 
jury failed to agree and he was brought 
back to Deoatur. Wbeu the grand jury 
took up his case, through tha mfltteno* 
ot frienda on tbe jury and the admission 
of evidence for the defendant, the at- 
tempt to secure an indictment failed and 
tbe jury reported to the court "Not* 
true bill.'' The Jacksonville offl cere were 
notified tbat Crawford was at their dia- 
poeal ana he waa token there for trial oa 
the rupe charge. Through the influence) 
of friends at Jacksonville Crawford had 
hie bail reduced and eecared hie liberty. 
He enbeeqnentlf compromised the case. 
His half brother, residing near Waverly, 
in Morgan county, who is a man of mean*, 
stood by htu> and bought bim a euit of 
olotbes, Crawford agreeing to work 
tot his half-brother. Crawford got out of 
tbe Jacksonville difficulty tbe latter part 
ot June, and then worked for hie half- 
brother until tbe latter part of July. No 
oue appears to know where Crawford 
kept himself after he left Waverly in 
July, but it is known that hie first ep.
